Marietta, of the British cruiser Tribune 
and of the French cruiser Suchet and 
Lieutenant Commander McCrea of the 
Machias and Captain Perry of the Iowa 
were pre&ent, as were Generals Albans 
.•ind Jeffries, representing the govern- 
ment of Colombia, and Senor De la 
Rosa, secretary to General Diaz, who 
represented the Liberal party of Co- 
lombia.

Causes a Frightful Railroad 


Calamity' In Michigan 


BE A HUNDRED DEAD 


Heavily Laden Passenger Trains Col- 


lided and Cars Were Piled Up In a 
Wreck Which took Fire-Most ol 
Victims Were Immigrant* 


Detroit, -Nov. 29.—Two passenger 


trains on the Wabash railroad, one go- 
in? west, the other east, met in a fright- 
ful collision while going at almost full 
speed, one mile east of Seneca, a vil- 
lage 11 miles west of Adrian, shortly af- 
ter 7 o'clock Wednesday night. 
Both 


trains were wrecked in the dieadful im- 
pact, entailing a tremendous loss of life, 
estimated from 80 to 100. The list of 
injured will probably reach 325. 


The west bound train was known as 


No. 13 and was a regular, which, be- 
tides Its regular coaches, had several 
coaches filled with Italian immigrants 
going west from NPW York. The east 
bound train was known as No. 4, the 
continental limited. It was a ve^tl- 
bnled train consisting: of a baggage car, 
combination coach and sleeper. 


The cause of the wreck wns a sils- 


rending of orders by Engineer Strong of 
the continental limited. The order, It 
I* stated, read: "Pass at Seneca,"' but 
Strong understood it to read Sand 
Creek. Tlie conductor of the train did 
not know the engineer had misunder- 
stood the order and supposed that his 
train was going on a siding. Finding 
that the train was running rapidly, the 
conductor put on air brakes himself. 
but it was too late. The two trains 
crashed together and the cars on the 
west bound train were crumpled up in a 
heap of Tiling. Engineer Strong stated 
In positive terms to an Associated Press 
reporter that his order directed him to 
pass trains Nos. 13 and 3 (the latter fol- 
lowed No. 13 from Detroit) at Sand 
Creek. Said Strong: 


"I saw the headlight of No. 13 four or 


five miles before the collision occurred, 
but I supposed that train, was side- 
tracked at Sand Creek waiting for us to 
pass. The glare of the powerful elec- 
tric hadlight made It impossible to see 
the exact location of the other train. 
My fireman and I both jumped from the 
right-hand gangway." 
• Strong and the fireman were both 
nurled a great distance, but although 
scratched, cut and terribly jarred, they 
were not seriously injured. 


The immigrants and othrr passengers 


en train 13 were crushed between the 
splintered cars. Ifan j escaped without 
injury it will be considered a miracle.,-*- 


To add to the horror, the wreckage 


oauarlit fire instantly and in a short true 
the bodies of the drnd ard those of the 
injured who were pinned down were 
being burned. 


Tbe scene whicl- ' flowed was heart- 


rening in the extreme. The spot where 
the wreck fcwtTrrftl was in the open 
country and facilities for aiding the in- 
jured were extremely inadequate. 


As socn as the news of the disaster 


reached here, a relief train was dis- 
patched to tl"- scene with a score or 
more of surging on board. Farmers 
from nearby and those who escaped 
from the wreck alive made heroic ef- 
forts to rescue the less fortunate. The 
•condition of the wreck was such that 
In the darkness It was impossible to 
render immediate aid. 


The immigrant train was made up of 


nine cars behind two engines. Some of 
these cars w ere jammed together. The 
unfortunate inmates fought madly in 
their attempt to crawl out of windows 
and doors, th'us hindering each other so 
that the most of them were unable to 
escape. Very soon the wreckage began 
burning fiercely and those in the cars 
Were slowly roasted to death. 


re'terated his previous statements to 
the effect thet his telegraphic order read 
to pass at Sand Creek and he sup- 
posed No. 13's order was to meet No. 4 
at Seneca. 


All the cars of No. 13 but twoTwere 


smashed aud burned. Of the eight 
coaches on No. 4 only one car was de- 
stroyed. It was a .New York Central 
day crach. Fifteen or 20 of that car's 
passengers are tlend. None of the oc- 
cupants of the other coaches of the east 
bound train was killed. Fully 60 of No. 
13's passengers nro believed to be df-ad. 
Every occupant of both trains was 
badly shaken and bruised. 


The few passengers who reached De- 


troit are still in a nervous and excited 
state and they declined to speak for pub- 
lication.

hauled from the debris. There they lay 
along the track, some covered by blan- 
kets which had been brought by farmers 
who had gathered at the place from the 
eurroundJng couatry. People came hur- 
rying from the nearby villages and 
these, with the help of those who es- 
caped on train No. 4, did what they 
could. 


The immigrants 
who were Incky 


enough to get out alive from tho last one 
or two immigrant cars were unable to 
epeak English and could give no idea 
.of the number of people that wore in 
each car. The conductor of this tr.i'n 
could not be found. For this reason thf 
estimate of the number of dead must be 
considered purely 
as approximate. 


Jteilroad doctors and others agreed that 
the number must approach 100. 


When the relief trains arrived, as 


many of the injured as coifld be carried 
Were taken to Montpelier, O., Peru, Ind., 
fend to the hospitals in Adrian, Mich. 


At the Union station in Detriot dur 


Ing the night were many sad episode*. 
Relatives and friends of passengers who 
were known to have been on the 
wrecked train besieged the railroad of- 
ficials with inquiries and entreaties 
The relief of those whose friends am1 
relatives were gradually announced U 
be still living was in stronj contrast ti 
the sadness of mourners.

parlance is -known as Billy Rothwcll. 
got the better of the champion in le=!S 
than two rounds of fighting and he did 
It so perfectly that there was no doub! 
about it. 


The shock to the greater New York 


enthusiasts who crowded the boxing pa- 
vili'on when the little champion was 
knocked out in the second round was a 
repetition of the disappointment ex- 
hibited by the adherents of John L. Sul- 
livan when Corbett whipped him in 
New Orleans. 


Terry was as fit as the proverbial 


fiddle but he was not fast enough fo.- 
his man. From the word "go" the lads 
went at each'other like gamecocks, and 
it looked as if either would go out in th» 
first round. McGovern got the worst 
of the opening round and in his endeavor 
to get in, left himself open several 
times. 


When McGovern was knocked doAvn 


In the opening round there were cries 
of dismay from his backers, but his 
wonderful recuperative poAvers - were 
equal to the occasion and he was on his 
feet within seven seconds of the count. 
This downfall seemed to take the 
stamina out of McGovern, but- he fovghi:

When Terry came bvk to Ms 
con er at the end of the iJrst round he 
said: "That's th? toughest guy I ever 
met, but I'll lick him just as soon .is I 
sae an opening." That opening did""not 
conie very handily for the New York 
hoy, 
as the 1 ttle Denver pugilist bad 


then taken his measure. 


Down went Terry in^the second round 


and when he got up quickly he rushed 
like a wild man. He then showed a 
lack cf self restraint and in a burst of 
bad temper hit out left and fight ir- 
respective of "all rules and usages. 
These tactics were Just wbat»Corbett 
was looking for. Terry was mixing 
things up with a whirlwind velocity and 
throwing science to the winds. It was 
anyone's fight at this stage, but Terry 
fell"into a trap as Corbett feinted and 
suddenly sent his-right out when, Mc- 
Govern was side-stepping. This'Mow 
just grazed McGovern's bead, but a 
moment later Corbett feinted again and 
after a rattling exchange sent his right 
over the jaw and Terry went down 
and out. 


While the fallen champion was fran- • 


tically trying to regain his feet the 
crowd was yelling like as if Bedlam had 
broken .loose. The referee said that 
McGovern was unable to rise and con- 
tinue the fight and declared that the 
Denver lad had won. 


Terry was crestfallen after he re- 


turned to his dressing room. He said: 
"Well, you can't tell how things can be 
accounted for. I hope to make another 
match with Corbett and I am moro than 
confident that he will not be able to put 
it over me again." 


Young Corbett was very demure when 


he emerged from his dressing room, 
when approached on the subject of the 
contest, but finally said: "I was sure 
I conld beat McGovern and my opinion 
was based on what 1'had seen and heard 
of him.

She had a 
tine refrigerating plant and a re- 
frigerated storeroom, which made her 
of great value in the island^.

Wright was first called the Bay State. 
This was before she was transformed 
into a hospital ship. 


Washington, Nov. 29.—A brief dis- 


patch came to the war department from 
General Chaffee confirming the press re- 
port of the wreck of the transport 
Wright. 
General Cliaffce's dispatch 


simply said that the vessel had struct 
on an uncharted rock and that tli« 
question of rescue of the vessel was 
problematical.

firmed drug takers or dram drinkers, and 
which is worse it would be bard to say. 


The fatal mi&take which these persons 


make is in assuming that they are not ill 
physically, but only "nervous." 
In al- 


most every such case a careful examina- 
tion by a physician will bring to light Dis- 
order of some organ and show that the 
patient is physically ill apd should be 
treated accordingly. It is'not Jierve ton- 
ics or stimulants that he needs, but a 
course of medical treatment—dietic, hy- 
gienic and perhaps medicinal. 


In the majority of cases it will be found 


that the digestion is at fault. There may 
be no evident symptoms of dyspepsia- 
no nausea, distress after eating or eructa- 
tions—yet the food may be scarcely di- 
gested at all.. "The stomach does its work 
perhaps in the preliminary digestion of 
the food, but the intestines, where the as- 
similation of nutriment is or shpuld be 
effected, are at fault.

TREE CULTURE. 


In setting out an orchard keep together 


all.of the same variety. 


A dead limb is "a source of disease, and 


it shows lack of vitality in the tree. 


Never crowd the fruit trees. Give 


plenty of room for air and sunshine. 


If the cherry tree is set in ordinarily 


rich ground, it will not need fertilizing. 


The willow, elm, poplar or locust should 


never be planted too close to wells or 
drains. 


Rubbish of any sort should not be loft 


fn the orchard. It harbors vermin and 
insects. 


A tree with an open head is not as like- 


ly to be attacked with mildew as one that 
is crowded. 


Pruning when the tree is growing or in 


leaf checks growth. A feeble tree should 
never be pruned after growth begins. 


In taking up a tree for transplanting 


the greatest care must be exercised to se- 
cure as much of the root system as passi- 
ble. 


Anything in the nature of lye w;ll de- 


stioy the apple tree borer or the young 
borer before it penetrates the bark very 
far, but once well in the bark a wire must 
be used. 


Deep holes in planting a tree are a dis- 


advantage, especially in a clay subsoil. It 
Is not wise to have a tree stand ia a wel/ 
from which the water will not sctt'y 
away. The soil for trees needs to be we II 
drained. 


All wounds on trees ar» the better for 


being painlod, tarred or covered witl' 
some substance to^keep out water. The:' 
the bark co\rrg over the wound little bj 
little, and no rotting of the inner wood 
takes place.

It serves to explain this professor's

He comes into the se -i-weekly mar- 
ket where the womei chatter over 
their wares, or strides through a rail- 
road car, known by everybody, with 
his snow white f ustaneila standing out 
about him like a ballet dancer's skirt, 
his heavily tasssjed cap, his embroid- 
ered tunic stiff with' gleaming metal, 
twflrling his fierce mustachlos. The 
The romantic young envy him; their 
elders at least recognize in him a fa- 
miliar burden. He is popular. 


With a people who thus idolize the 


bandit, who are ever ready to help 
him make good his escape when his 
plunder is from a foreigner, when his 
secrets are held' from fcreign knowl- 
elge b"y. the very people who may 
themselves 
some day suffer in a 


smaller way irom his depredations, the 
problem of tracing his ' movements 
and of reacihing him unawares is un- 
derstood to be a much more compli- 
cated one lhan in a country where de- 
tectives and police find aid instead of 
hindrance at every turn. The Mace- 
doinan bandit is a much more pictures- 
que person ?4o read about in a novel 
than to deal with in an emergency, 
but the fact remains that he occasion- 
ally must be met, and that standards 
of action must be conformed to those 
of the people among whom he lives'be- 
fore anything can be accomplished.

United States." said an Englishman, "I 
hare noted with a good deal of surprise 
the temperate habits of the people in re- 
gard to iutoxicatnis liquor. I have visit- 
ed a good many cities during my stay in 
this country, and iu not a few of them, 
particularly in the south, it was with sur- 
prising difficulty that I could get a gloss 
of beer. I could get any, bloornin* thing 
I wonted in the way of what you call 
'soft drinks' or 'cocktails' to satisfy the 
crankiest epicure, aud 1 must say that as 
an inventor and manipulator of this line 
of thirst quenchers the Yankee has no 
equal. He has beaten us \n this just a* 
he has outdoue us in the manufacture of 
steel rails aud tomato cans. 


"In prooT of what I say I went into a 


hotel to get a bite to eat while in a small 
city in Louisiana a few weeks ago. I sat 
down at a email tab'e and requested the 
waiter to bring me a bottle of Bass while 
the eatables were being prepared. I was 
promptly informed, to my astonishment, 
that the house did not keop beer either in 
bottle or on draft, 'but,' said the waiter, 
'we con make you any kind of "soft 
drink" you wish, sir.' Here he began to 
run off the names—and such names—of so 
many different varieties of drinks that I 
finally lost my bearings. It took him just 
four minutes by the watch to name his 
menu of concoctions, and during the time 
I could do nothing but lean back in ray 
chair and listen to the roan out of pure 
admiration. I have never heard anything 
like it since. 


"I had not the slightest idea what the 


ingredients of the drinks be mentioned 
consisted of, and, not wishing to sbow 
my ignorance, but also to prove that 1 
knew a few things myself, I ordered him 
to make me a 'gieenhorn.' 


"Now, there is no drink known by this 


name that I had ever beard of. I had 
merely created it on the spur of the 
moment. The waiter, however, without 
the slightest hesitation, merely said, 'Yes, 
sir,' and, stepping to the bar, hnd the 
drink made, after a few marvelously 
quick manipulations, and served in a 
jiffy. Of course I did not say anything 
to him about the 'fake order, and he wns 
equally determined in keeping mum. but

If one makes a"'comparison, how- 
ever, as to the amount of ^drink consumed 
per head of the population* of Great Brit- 
ain and the UiftwK Slates, it will be . 
found that the Americans' as a whole are j 
very moderate drinkers iodefed. • 


"When I drop into an eating house in 


New York city atj!hernoon hour," con- 
tinued the Englishman, 'it always im- 
presses me to watch .the crowd of people 
sitting at the lunch' Counter or at tables 
drinking coffee, tea, milk or supping 
soup—not one in 'fwelre with a glass of 
intoxicating drinlf°fn front of him.

England the exact opposite' is the ca.se?. 
There, if yon enteir*a restaurant, yon will 
see the Englishman eating his beef sand- 
'wich, plate of oysters or whatever it 
may be and washing it down with a bot- 
tle of ale or a whisky and soda as a- 'di- 
"gester." Coffee or'tea is seldom seen ex- 
•cept in the homes; 


"I' was introduced to -three gentlemen 


at the Hoffman Heuse the other evening 
by a .friend of mint, allW whom are well 
known business Wren"in-New York-city. 
Shortly after the Introduction I was-in-" 
vited to join my. new made acquaintances 
in a 'refresher.' After I bad called for 
my order—a whisky and soda—I was sur- ^ 
prised when the rest of the party ordered' 
soft drinks. My friend I knew never in- 
dulged in strong liquor at any time, and 
he afterward informed me that the gen- 
tlemen whom he bad introduced me to 
were also total abstainers. 


"Now, I should not think of comment- 


ing OD this particular instance were it not 
for the fact tfcfft I have repeatedly found 
myself in the similar position of being 
the only member of a party indulging iu • 
intoxicating drink.• At home I am consid- 
ered by my 'friends a very moderate 
drinker. Even my wife has often passed 
this same remark, and when a man's bet- 
ter half says such'things about him it-is 
pretty'safe to bet that there's some truth 
iu it. I have certainly never been the 
worse for liquor in my life, but since my 
visit tn America 1-am beginning to feel 
_as if I were, to use a vulgar term, a 
"regular 'old soak.' 


"After ail, the American is showing a 


splendid example to the foreign visitor as 
regards the drink question, and. although 
I do not say that my impressions point 
to a widespread and general abstinence 
in the fu|u?s—-such wilPnever be—1 do 
say they point to such a degree of tem- 
perance and such a moderate use of liq- 
uor as the Englishman can never expect 
to see in his country."—New York Times

OIL BURNIN6 EN6INE 
AH6ELINO TOLD HIS 
TROUBLES 


Now Being Given Practical Teit in 


Drawing Train* Through Tunnel 


The oil burning engine, with which 


the Boston and Maine railroad will 
experiment for drawing trains through 
Hoosac Tunnel, has arrived at Wil- 
liamstown and is now helping trains 
from Wil'damstown to and through 
the tunnel. Thus far the engine has 
met expectations and it is believed 
that the company may findjts experi- 
ment quite successful. 


The engine, number 1075, is one of 


the big "vaselines" purchased by the 
Fitchburg railroad from the Baldwin 
locomotive works. It was remodeled 
for burning oil in the Keene, N. H-, 
repair shops of the company. The oil 
tank is in the tender, where the coal 
is usually kept, and the ,oll ia fed 
upon theflre by a spraying apparatus, 
which works by steam pressure. It is 
therefore partly automatic, though a 
fireman gives it the most careful at- 
tention. 


The engine throws only steam and a 


very little smoke from its stuck and 
therefore I'aaves none of tire- flatc.1 
gas, which has made the tunnel a veri 
frabte death trap as well as a most 
unpleasant place to pass throguh even 
in passenger coaches. The practic- 
ability of the new engine will not be 
determined for a few days yefr

"I hare been trying to figure out hovr 


many words the average man utters in 
every twenty-four hours," said a gentle 
man who had a penchanf for peculiai 
things, "but I have been unable to reach 
any satisfactory conclusion on account of 
the different rates of speed at which dif 
fereut persons talk. Of cour?e I hare no 
reference to the different kinds of words 
which may be found in the daily voeabu 
lary of the average man, but I'm talking 
about the total number of words uttered, 
counting repetitions and all, during every 
twenty-four hours. 


"There is tue quiet, melancholy gentle- 


man who will not speak on an average of 
500 words & day, and there are many 
who for one reason or Another would not 
Utter any thing ^uke this number. On the 
other h^nd, Jtjiere is the conversational 
gatlingjgnn, n$. always a woman, either,, 
who wpLroll p£ words at a fearful rate 
of sp^eecT aaa whose aggregate for one 
day would run'up to dizzy heights. Then 
there is the normal talker, who will strike 
a good decent average—the man who wilj 
neither bore you with his indifferent si- 
lence nor tire you with his meaningless 
verbosity. 
t 
"But suppose that we figure that the 


average person, will Utter an average of 
sixty words ^fery minute. This would 
amount to 2,400-words for every hour, or 
about 57,600 words for every twenty-four 
hours. Of course no person will talk this 
much, as tbe windiest of men and women 
would probably break down before they 
had talked M much as fifty-seven col- 
umns in the average daily newspaper. 
The only question is as to how much time 
each person puts in talking during each 
day. 
Sojtne men and women are situated 


BO that they cannot talk during the day, 
except at mealtime, on account of the 
character of the work they have to do. 
There are others, such as traveling men, 
for instance, who depend upon talking for 
8 living. I have figured that the high 
man, 
probably the traveling man, will 


talk five hours out of every twenty-four, 
which would give him a total of 12,000 
words every day. I have figured thai 
most any sort of man will talk aa much 
as ten minutes out of every twenty-four 
.hours, and this wonld give him a total of 
600 words for the day. 


"These are the two extremes. I am 


satisfied that the normal man—the man 
who strikes a decent average between 
indifferent silence and disgusting verbos- 
ity—will talk probably one hour, all told, 
each day, which would allow him 2,400 
words. And this, by the way, is consid- 
erable talk, for it will fill two columns in 
a newspaper, and a whole lot of wisdom 
can be crowded into two columns."—New 
Orleans Times-Democrat

nouncement made by a country clergy- 
man just before the benediction that Mrs 
Blank, a poor willow of the parish, de- 
sired him to thank all those members of 
the church «ho had so kindly "assisted" 
at the death of her husband. The village 
doctor, who had given his services on this 
Bad occasion was the most chagrined. 


In another Illinois church a social was 


to be held. Knowing that the small fry 
was much in evidence 'at such times and 
that it often became boisterous, treading 
indeed upon the ecclesiastical and other 
toes and sitting upon the ecclesiastical 
Bilk hat, the Ladies' Aid society, which 
was managing the affair, determined to 
word the notice that parents would not 
feel at libeity to bring their offspring. 
Sunday tbe ininistei, glancing hastily at 
the paper in his hand, saw only the 
words "children" and "invited" and, fold- 
ing it up, praceeded to say that the ladies 
specially urged the childien to be present, 
adding that no occasion was complete 
without them.

An old Methodist minister of 
blessed njpmory who preached in central 
Illinois twenty-five years ago used re- 
peatedly to speak of the "thousand cattle 
feeding upon ten thousand hills," which 
is a remarkable feature performed all at 
once. 


"Bqt let not the maker of slips worry 


too much about them," is the advice of an. 
old minister, "for it is tne really earnest 
man who does it mosi and for every such 
Blip there is likely to nave been enough of 
forceful speaking to make an impression 
«nd perhaps to lire forever."—Chicago 
Post.

Well Known Musician Who 


Organized Festivals in 
Pittsfield and This City 


WAS LOCATED HERE SEVEN YEARS 


And Made Permanent and Lasting Im- 


pression on Musical Culture and 


Tastes of North Adams. Gave' 


the City Many Firm 


Concerts 


George A. Meitzke, 66, the musical 


director and 
organist of the Union 


Congregational church of RockvHle, 
Ct, for the past five years, died in the 
Hartford hospital Tuesday night. He 
had been in poor health for some 
months, but had continued at his work 
until a few weeks ago, when he was 
obliged to give up. About 10 days ago 
he went to Hartford for treatment, 
but the physicians gave him little hope 
of recovery, as he had a serious heart 
trouble. 


Prof. Meitzke went to Rockviile from 


this city, where'he i\as orgamsf and 
musical director of the Congregational 
chou. He was a thorough musician 
and loved his profession, and took 
high ranK as an org-amst and pianist. 
Probably no man ever did more to 
educate the people or this section to 
an appreciation of high class music; 
certainly no one ever gave them more 
opportunities to hear the best artists. 
He has continued his work along the 
same lines since going to Rockviile 
and every word of the following trib- 
ute in the Republican to his work in 
the Connecticut city might be said of 
his -work hete. 


By his able work as musical direc- 


tor of the Union church he largely as- 
sisted in advancing the musical culture 
of the city." Soon after going to Rock- 
ville he inaugurated a series of month 
ly song services on Sunday evenings, 
which were continued each winter. On 
these occasions be secured talented ar 
tists from New Tork city and other 
cities to assist the choir, and the fame 
of these services attracted many peo- 
ple from Hartford, Manchester and 
other towns. It was his endeavor to 
educate the public to the best in music 
and only oratorios and anthems of high 
rank were presented. He also brought 
many of the best artists in the coun- 
try to Roekville In concerts and en- 
tertainments of a high order. He was 
widely known throughout New Eng- 
land, and few men in Connecticut had 
so large an acquaintance among the 
musicians of the country. They were 
his friends and glad to assist him 
whenever possible. He was a lifelong 
friend of Mary Howe of Brattleboro, 
and she began her musical work under 
his instruction^ singing in a church 
choir in Rutland, 
Vt, 
which was 


under his direction, when quite young." 


Mr. Meitzke had been in public life 


for over 50 years, having made his first 
appearance in public in his native 
town of Neustrelitz, when he gave 
Kalkbrenner's sextet for piano and 
string instruments. He came to Amcr 
ica in 1857. ^nd followed his profession 
in Albany and North Granville, N. Y., 
and Castleton and Rutland, Vt. He 
was in Rutland from 1866 to 1889, 
where he was instrumental in intro- 
ducing music into the public schools, 
that town(T>eing the first one in Ver- 
mont to introduce the study of music. 
For 19 years he was the musical di- 
rector and organist of the Rutland 
Congregational 
church. 
In 
May 


1873, h» organized 
the first musi- 


cal festival given in Vermont, and in 
1883 
the famous Rutland music fes- 


tivals, which he gave for seven years 
with • great success. 
Mary Howe ap 


peared at many of these fes'.ivaK 
Prom Rutland lie went to Pittsfleld, 
•where he had charge of the music in 
St. Stephen's church and aroused so 
much interest in music that a music 
festival asociation was organized, and 
he conducted the first two festivals 
given with great success. The soloists 
were of high rank and Victor Herbert 
was the associate conductor. In 1890 
he came to North Adams as organist 
and musical director of the First Con- 
gregational church. He was here for 
seven years and conducted a number 
of musical festivals that were import 
ant musical events in northern Berk- 
shire. The last festival, given in 1894, 
is remembered as one of the most not- 
able musical events ever given in this 
section. 
He went to. Rockviile from 


North Adams. The last entertainment 
which «he gave m Rockviile was the 
presentation of the opera "Pinafore," 
October 2 and 3. It was 20 years since 
he had given the opera at Rutland. It 
was given -by Rockviile singers assist- 
ed by Boston artists, and the receipts 
were over $1000. 


Mr. Mietzke was a composer of note, 


and many of his companions have 
been published by New Tork houses. 
He had never returned to his native 
land, but had intended to the coming 
spring. He was a prize graduate ol 
the Leipsic conservatory. He was mar 
ried at Rutland, Vt., 43 years ago, anc 
his widow survives him. The funera 
was held at the Union Congregationa 
church this afternoon at 1.30 o'clock, 
and the body will be placed in the re 
ceiving vault at Grove Hill cemetery 
In the spring the body will be taken 
for burial to Rutland, Vt, his old 
home.
